Interviewed by a China Uail-re- 
porter this mozzing, the Hon. Mr.- 
Lan Chu-pak, serior Chinese member 
of the Legislative Coancil, raid that 
he -bad decided to resign his 
seat- on = tle «Council, and 
had ulteadr: sent an intimation 
to the Government to that effect. He 
was cow only ‘awaiting orders.” His 
reascn for this decision was that hehad 
alresdy given 30 years of his life to 
public ‘service, having been a member” 
of every Chinese . committee 
formed duting that time.

Born on Jane 5, 1967, Mr. Law‘

College), and in 1885 was appointed 
fitst clerk of ‘the Hongkong Ob- 
servatocy., Three years later he 
became compradore to the West 
Point .Godown C2, . and. on 
the following year was appoint- 
ed Senior Anglo-Chinese. master of 
Formosa Goveriment College. He 
started business for bimself as a tea 
merchant in-1£90, and in 1693 became .

Sir Everard Fraser, KOMG., 
ELM’s Consular-General at Shanghai 
died on Monday night from heart 
failure. 


Sir Everard Duncan Home Fraser, 
who reached the sixty-third year of 
his age last month, had spent forty- 
two years'in the Consular Service in | 
China. He.was' appointed a student 
interpreter in China in March 30th, 
1880 and the following recard shows 
his . subsequent career: Acting 
Consul st” Foochow, ~ 1885, at 
Kinkiang, 1889, Acting Corsul at 
Ichang, 1889 to.
